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JAIL TERM IN 
RELIEF FRAUD 


Controller's Agents 
Continue Sifting 
Chiseling Evidence 


George W. Straw, who was taken 
into custody Friday in Yolo Coun- 
ty on charges of petty theft grow- 
ing out of relief chiseling in El] Do- 
rado County, was sentenced before 
Justice of the Peace T. F. Lewis on 
Monday morning to a six-month 
term in the county jail. 

The court ordered that five 
months of the sentence may be susS- 
pended upon condition that during 
that time Straw make restitution to 
the state for $104.03 he accepted in 
relief payments during a period in 
which he was gainfully employed by 
Hector Williamson, Springvale con- 
tractor, and earned $126 he failed to 

. report. 

“Thank you, judge,” Straw sair, 
as the judge passed sentence. 

Straw’s arrest, on a complaint 
sworn to by J. E. Barton, agent of 
the state controller’s office, was the 
second in the current investigation 
of relief chiseling which is being 
carried on in the county. 


Barton said that Straw’s refusal 
to accept WPA work orders was 
the cause of focusing the investiga- 
tion upon him. Although the fraud 
was committed in this county, Straw 
had subsequently returned to Volo 
County where his wife and family 
receives supplemental relief in ad- 
dition to Straw being on the WPA 
roll. The Straws have seven child- 
ren but two of them are full grown.

Service in California this spring are 
adding more than a million pine 
seedlings to the state’s natural re- 
sources wealth. Regional Forester S. 
B. Show said at San Francisce 
headquarters that 2500 acres of fire 
swept lands will have been planted 
with seedlings by the end of the 
month. 

“Tf forest fire can be kept out of 
timbered areas we eventually will 
reclaim considerable areas for re- 
creation, watershed value and wild- 
life refuges,” Show stated. “In due 
time the Jeffrey, ponderosa and su- 
gar pines that have been planted 
will mature and be harvested prop- 
erly on a sustained yield basis. 

“Planting programs in the pine 
forests of the state are conducted 
during the spring and fall of each 
year when climatic conditions are 


limited chiefly to areas that are in- 
accessible for early treatment in the 
spring.” 

Durbin Nursery at Susanville sup- 
plies most of the planting stock for 
the Forest Service in California. The 
total nursery output for this year is 
reported to be about one million, 
three hundred thousand seedlings. 

The work of preparing and plant- 
ing denuded areas in the national 
forests is done by Civilian Conser- 
vation Corps enrollees under the su- 
pervision of forestry experts. Fed- 
eral foresters say that reforestation 
work is one of the many jobs for 
which the CCC has gained an envi- 
able reputation in the conservation 
movement,

Culbert 
Olson's $557,000,000 budget—slashed 
by an economy bloc and more 
roughly handled than any of re- 
cent years—arrived at the crossroads 
of the legislature today, needing 
only passage by the assembly to go 
into the senate. 

The showdown vote was expected 
late today as Governor Olson re- 
turned to his desk from a two weeks 
enforced rest in Del Monte and re- 
sumed active control of the budget 
batle. 

The assembly spent three weeks 
arguing the budget, with the re- 
sult that $72,000,000 in relief was re- 
moved for separate handling and 90 
amendments mut down the total by 
$8,599,973} The question remained 
whether administration forces would 
permit 54 votes for two-thirds pass- 
age or hold the already-delayed bud- 
get in the lower house indefinitely
